‘Joliet, Til., Nov. 26.—(Special.]—Six 
convicts are to die for the murder of 
Deptty Warden Pete: N. Klein last 
May, was the decision of a Will county 
jury here today. This is a record in 
Illinois, and as far as is known here 
there has been only one other case 
in the country in which six men were 
hanged for one murder. That was in 
New Orleans, La., two years ago. 

The men doomed to die are: 

CHARLES DUCHOWSKI, 25 years 
old, serving a twenty-five year sen- 
tence for the murder of Police Lieu- 
tenant Torrence Lyons. 

CHARLES SHADER, 19 yéars old, 
sentenced to life ig cans for kill- 
ing a policeman. 

WALTER STALESKY, 37 years old, 
serving a\ sentence of from ten years 
to life. 

BERNARDO ROA, 24 years old, a 
Mexican, _ serving life imprisonment 
for murder. 

GREGORIO RIZZO, 20 years old, a 
Mexican, serving a life sentence for 
murder, 


ROBERT TORRDZ, 26 years old, a/ 
Mexican, serving ten years to life for 


Five Convicted in Chicago. 

All of them but Yorrez were con- 
victed in Chicago of the crimes for 
which they were imprisoned in the 
Stateville penitentiary on May 5 when 


they killed Deputy Klein. Duchowski |. 


was known as a particularly vicfous 
character, having been convicted of 
the murder for which Tim Murphy, 
Fred Mader, Con Shea, and Dan Mc- 
Carthy, all labor leaders, were tried 
and acquitted. 

The verdict decreeing death’ to the 
six convicts recalled the Haymarket 
riot trials in Chicago forty years ago. 
In that trial seven anarchists were 
sentenced to be hanged, but only three 
of them actually paid the penalty | on 
the gallows. In that case there were 
many killed and sixty or more wound- 
ed by the bombs*thrown by the anar- 
chists. | 

Defense Plea in Vain. 

The defense maie 4 point of this, 
stating to the jury that never before. 
in Illinois had six men been convicted 
of one murder. It was cuntended that 
the murder was the result of the acts 
of but one or two of the six, and that 
the others should not be held account- 
able. 

State's Attorney Hjalmar Rehn and 
his assistant, Attorney James 45. 
Burke, however, asked the. jury to 
hang them all of acquit them. The 
prosecution wanted no compromise 
verdict. They said penitentiary sen-’ 
tences would be absurd inasmuch as 
five of the defendants would have to 
serve life sentences anyway and 
Duchowski still had twenty-three years 
more to serve. 

Guard Against Their Escape. 

Every precaution was taken to pre- 
vent a break f6r liberty by the six 
convicts today. This morning a steel 
saw six inches in length was found 
concealed in a crutch used by Roa. 
Deputy Warden Frank Kness said he 

had noticed a displacement of the cross 
piece in the crutch and on examina- 
tion had found the saw cleverly hia- 
den beneath it.

It was with 
this in view that the United States Mil- 
itary academy at West Point, N. Y., 
and the United States Naval academy 
at Annapolis, Md., were founded... 

‘West Point Fotinded First. 

The West Point academy was the 
first of the two military schools found- 
ed. For this reason it “ranks” the 
naval academy, which explains its pre- 
cedence in formalities, etc. The site 
was occupied as a military post in Jan- 
uary, 1778, when a chain of redoubts 
was erected at various strategic points 
along the ‘Hudson river. It first was 
suggested that an army academy be 
established there in May, 1776, by 
Henry Knox. In October of that year 
the Continental Congress adopted a 
resolution appointing a committee to 
draw the plans. Fortifications were 
planned by Thaddeus Kosciusko, noted 
Polish general who came to America 
to aid the colonies in their war with 
England.

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Daily Quart of Milk 
Keeps You Vigorous, 
Says Prof. Sherman 


Speaking of the value of milk in the 
diet, Dr. George: Walker of Baltimore 
recently told the American Dietetic 
association meeting at Atlantic City: 


“Milk, not bread, is the staff of life. 
One may live on milk alone, if he will 


drink enough, but not long on bread |, 


alone, although if it is whole wheat 
his lease of life will be longer. - 

“ Five quarts of milk a day will keep 
one alive, for milk contains every food 
requisite except iron. The juice of two 
oranges, one-half head of iettuce, one 
tomato, One quart of milk, and whole 
wheat bread should be eaten 
ih addition to other foods.” 


Prof. Sherman, an authority on the 
subject of vitamins, says: “A quart 
of milk a day for every boy baby until 
he is full grown, and a quart of milk 


weaned her last child.” 

Milk is the most important source of 
calcium for strong bones. It is gen- 
erally recognized as the chief reliance 
for this mineral] salt throughout child- 
hood. But what is not generally con- 
ceded by the adult layman is that his 
daily milk quota should be sufficiently 
great to provide against the wear and 
tear and breakdown of strong bones. 


To suggest to certain persons that 
they consume a quart a day would be 
to threaten them with an untimely de- 
mise. They know they would choke 
to death on the first glass. The daily 
minimum, however, can be taken into 
the system without the heroic test. 
There are dozens of ways of serving 
it—in cream soups, creamed vegetables 
and custards. It can be taken in milk- 
shakes, eggnogg, and malted = milk 
drinks. One does not have to confine 
desserts to custards either, for into 
junkets, bread puddings, tapioca, or 
rice puddings, or homemade ice creams 
it may be incorporated most appetiz- 
ingly. 

A half quart, like the proverbial half 
loaf,@s better than no milk at all. But
